There was no indication 
yesterday how much docu- 
mentation of Cuban or mob 
involvement the committee 
has, but Stokes said its evi- 
dence will foe outlined in a 
report to the House this 
moiitii.

The two key questions put 
to Trafficante — whether he 
knew in advance that Ken- 
nedy was to foe killed and 
wihether he knew Jack Ruby, 
the man who killed Lee Har- 


vey Oswald — were raised 
by jouriiajist-authqr George 
Crile nt in . a Washintgton 
Post article last 

Crile, a Harper's Maga 2 ine 
editor, reported that a Cuban 
exile, named Joie Alemaji 
said Trafficante told him in 
September 1962 that Kexmedy 
would be killed. 

Trafficante, of Miami, was 
one of three underworld 
figures involved with the 
CIA in an' abortive attempt 
to slay Cuban Premier Fidel 
Castro in I960, according to 
the - old Senate Intelligence 
Committee. 

That committee in- 
vestigated the Cuban-Mafia 
angle two years ago as peat 
of its probe of CIA abuses. 
The committee concluded 
Castro was unlikely to ha^e 
had a hand in Kennedy's 
slaying despite Castro's 
knowledge of underworld 
plots e,gamst him. 

In Crile's -article, Aleman, 
an FBI mformbr at the time, 
was quoted as saying that. 
Trafficante charged John 
and Robert Kennedy, the at- 
torney gene^, took graft I 
and did hot ki^p a bargain. 

"‘Have you; s how his 
brojyher is hitting (Teamster 
President Jimmy) Hoffa, a 



•man who is a worker, who is 
not a millionaire, a friend of 
the blue coUars,” Alemam 
quoted Trafficante, '"He 
doesn't know that this kind 
of encounter is very delicate. 
Mark my words, this -man 
Kennedy is in trouble and he 
will get what is coming to 
him.'" 

Crile reported that when 
Aleman argued Kennedy 
would be re-elected in 1964, 
Trafficante replied, “No, 
Jose, he is going to be hit."
